I.  General  Introduction 

This  Training  Guide  has  been  written  to  assist  you  in  understanding  the  Citizenship  and 
Place  of  Birth  Procedures  Manuals. 

It  is  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  Citizenship  Procedures  Manual  (CIT-1)  and  the 
Place  of  Birth  Procedures  Manual  (POB-1). 

For  each  category  of  response  presented  in  the  Procedures  Manuals,  there  is  a 
corresponding  chapter  in  this  Training  Guide  which  contains  exercises  on  the  procedures 
involved  in  resolving  a  response. 

You  will  find  that  many  chapters  in  this  guide  pertain  to  the  procedures  for  resolving  both 
Citizenship  and  Place  of  Birth  responses.   This  occurs  because  the  Citizenship  and  Place  of 
Birth  variables  consist  of  many  of  the  same  response  categories  for  which  the  procedures 
for  resolving  a  response  are  very  similar  (although  not  identical).   Therefore  you  must 
always  refer  to  both  your  Citizenship  and  Place  of  Birth  Procedures  Manuals  while 
completing  the  training  exercises. 

The  purpose  of  the  exercises  is  not  to  test  your  memory,  but  to  give  you  a  chance  to  apply 
the  procedures. 

When  you  have  completed  the  exercises,  your  group  will  participate  in  a  review  and 
discussion  of  the  exercises  and  the  answers  with  your  supervisor.
